A  large  volune  of  nilled  rice  is  bought  and  sold  annually  on 
the  basis  of  ty^e  samples.     Transs-ctions  of  this  ]:ind  are  mads  v/hen 
buyers  desire  to  visualize  the  liind,   quality,   and  physical  appearance 
of  rice  offered  for  sale  rather  than  to  make  purchases  on  the  basis 
of  grades. 

l^Tien  transactions  are  made  on  the  basis  of  type  samples,  the 
seller  usually  initiates  the  action  leading  to  a  sale  by  sending  a 
type  sample  to  a  prospective  buyer,  or  to  a  broker,   and  offering  to 
sell  at  a  certain  price  a  quantity  of  rice  of  a  quality  equal  to  or 
better  than  the  type  samiple.     If  the  prospect iA.^e  buyer  accepts  the 
offer,  or  if  the  broker  confirms  a  sale,   the  seller,   in  order  to  ful 
fill  the  contract,  must  ship  rice  of  a  quality  equal  to  or  better 
than  the  quality  of  the  type  sample  that  he  sent  to  the  buyer  or  to 
the  broker. 


If  a  lot  of  rice  is  shippt.-d  on  an  equal-to-type  contract  with 
out  inspection,  there  is  alv/ays  the  possibility  that  a  dispute  may 
arise  as  to  v/hether  the  quality  of  the  rice  shipped  is  equal  to  or 
bettor  thar.  the  quality  of  the  ty^o  sample  on  which  the  transaction 
ivas  based.     Consequently,,  many  shippers  are  novv  obtainir;g  equal-to- 
typo  inspection  certificates  for ■ shipments  v/hen  equal-to-type  con- 
tracts are  being  fulfilled. 

The  Regulations  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  govern  the 
official  inspection  of  rice  by  r^edorevl  and  Federal-State  inspectors 
based  on  type  samples.'    Equal-to-type  inspections  are  based  on  the 
quality  factors  specified  in  the  official  standards  for  milled, 
brov/n,  and  ro  ur,h  rics: ,   respectively.     Equal-to-type  rice  inspection 
certificates  issued  by  Federal  inspectors  or  by  State  inspectors 
licensed  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  are  used 
by  buyers  and  sellers  to  determine  xvhethcr  the  quality  of  rice 
shipped  on  contract  is  equal  to  or  better  than  a  type  sample  on 
which  the  tra  n  s  a  ction  is  Dast;d. 
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P'ederal  and  Feder al-S tfite  inspectors  have  also  been  authorizf-d 
to  render  tlie  additional  service  of  pr<^parinf  and  sealinr  sanples 
that  are  sent  by  sellerti  to  buyers  or  to  brol:ers   before  a  sale  is 
iTif.de  and  before  the  type  sfanple  is  filed  in  a  Federal  or  Federal  - 
State  inspection  office ,     A  seller  rn.ay  hand  or  transmit  to  the  in- 
spector a  lar^-;e  saiTi^.le  of  rice  v/ith  a  request  that  the  sanple  be 
thorougiily  raixed  and  carefully       lit  into  a  given  nuinber  of  repre- 
sentative portions.     The  iiTspector  will  ccmply  m  th  this  reriuest, 
and  will  then  o.f f iciall v-  seal  as  many  of  the  portions  as  nay  be 
desired,   and  v/ill  keep  one  portion  for  future  reference.     The  sealed 
portions  may  be  sent  to  the  prospective  buyers  or  brokers  by  the 
seller.     At  the  time  that  the  i-aspector  splits^  and  seals  the  portions 
of  a  sample,  lie  may  also  advise  the  seller  in  v-/ritin£;  that  he  hci.s  aone 
this  and  the  seller  nay,  if  ho  desires,  s'-^nd  the  letter  v/i-itte^^  by  the 
inspector  to  a  buyer  or  a  broker.     .In  this  manner  the  buyer  or  the 
broker  is  assured  that  he  lias  receivod  a  sam.jle  of  rice  having  the 
same  quality  as  tlie  sample  retained  by  the  seller  and  also  like  thf 
sample  retained  by  the  inspector.     If  a  sale  is  made  on  this  basis 
the  portion  of  the^  srmple  that  is  retained  by  the  inspector  can  be 
set  up  v^rith  the  inspector,  as  a  type  saiiij.  le  '■^f-ainst  which  inspections 
are  to  be  made,   and  ^;hei:L  this  is  done  botl\  the  buyer  and  the  seller 
will  then  know  definitely  t.he  qu.^lity  of  the  rice-  that  i-s  to  be 
delivered.  ■  '  ■    .  • 


Tils  plan  m?.y  be  ro versed  if  a  buyer  desires  to  initiate  it. 
The  buyer  may  furnish,  the  inspector  a  large  si'.mpTe  and  request  him 
to  mix  and  split  it,    Sf;al  portions  of  it,  and -then  file-  one  portion 
of  it  in  the  inspection  office  as  a  properly  identified  "type" 
(example,   "John  Doe  typy  No.   1").     The  reiaaining  sealed.  a.nd  identi- 
fied pcrtio.ns  of  the  original  Erjaple  ar-r.  th' n  returned  to  th-,-)  buyer 
who  furnished  the  original  sample.     The  buyer  may  tlien  S'-^nd  the  sealed 
portions  to  prospecti^-^e  sellers,   advise  the  sellers  that  a  .portion 
of  the  sample  has  b'e..n  deposited  with  the  inspector  s.s  a  t^Tie  and 
further  a. d vise  the  sellers  the.t  in  case  a  sale  is  made  on  the .  basis 
of  the  t>'pe  s^.^'mple  a  Federal  or  a  Federrl-State  equal-to-type  in- 
■spf^ction  certificate  must  be  ■  furriished  by  the  seller  with  each 
shipment  made  ?;'.gainst  the  type.    .        ■  .  .  ■ 

Another  wav  in  i-iln  on  type-  samr-les  mav  be  deposited  with  an 
inspector  is  for  a  seller  to  ask  ■&  buyer  to  s^'nd  to  a  Federal  or  a 
.Federal-State  inspf  cter  i.  sample  of  rice  of  the  quality  ho  -  desires-  to 
buy.     The  buyer  siiould  send  the  inspector'  a  snmplo  of  -approximately 
3  pounds  of  rice:.     Upon  .receiving  the  sfxmple,-  'the  inspector  v>n.ll  split 
the  s  mi  pie  and  retain  about  2  pounds  of  it,   and  will  seal  a  1-pound 
portion  of  the  sample  and  transmit  it  to  the  seller.     The  buyi-r  v:ho 
sends  the  sample  to  the  inspector  must  request  the  ijispector  to  render 
t.l-is  service  and  must  name  the  es^'ller  to  whom  the  ser-.led  portion  is  to 
be  sent.     In  this  liianner  the  buver  and  tl'C  seller  each- know  thjit  the 
quality  of  the  type  sf/.mple  ret;.iined  ,by  the  .inspector  and  the  quality 
of  the  sample  received  by  the  seller  are  alike.     If  a  sale  is  ma de 
on  this  brsis  the  portion  of  the  sr.mple  retained  by  the  inspector

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becoFies  the  type  ar;ainst  which  i'-.spections  are  nade  of  the  rice 
that  is  shipped  on  the  contract. 

Inasmuch  as  riany  type  sariples  are  prepared  from  rice  that  has 
been  o^^  hand  in  an  office  or  a  sample  room  for  some  time,  the  samples 
do  not,  as  a  rule,  have  as  hig^h  a  m.oisture  content  as  that  of  the  rice 
in  8-  shipment  ar;ainst  the  type.     To  provide  for  this  possible  differ- 
ence in  moisture  content  betv/een  the  type  sample  and       shiipnent,  the 
Regulations  of  the  Secretary  of  A^^riculture  governing,  the  inspection 
and  certification  of  rice  require  that  when  a  type  sample  is  deposited 
with  an  inspector,   the  depositor  shall  specify  and  file  in  v/riting 
witli  the  irispector  a  statement  of  the  maximum  mois  cure  content  of  any 
rice  which  he  proposes  to  have  inspected  against  such  type. 

The  regulations  further  provide  that  Vv'hen  the  statement  of 
moisture  content  filed  by  the  depositor  v.dth  the  type  specifies  a 
maximum  moisture  content  of  15  percent  or  less  and  when  the  lot  or 
sample     inspecteo  against  the  type  contains  no  miore-  meisture  than  the 
maxipium  percentage  so  specified,  no  mention  of  moisture  content  need 
be  .made  on  the  inspectioii  certificate.     V/hen  the  statement  of  moisture 
content  filed  by  th'    depositor  wit'i  the  typo  specifies  a  maximum 
moisture  content  in  excess  of  15  percent  8.nd  vdj.en  the  lot  or  sample 
inspected  against  tlie  t;^'pe  contains  no  more  moisture  than  the  m^axi- 
m.um  percentage  so  specified,   the  certifier' te  shall  clearly  state  the 
maximum  percentage  of  moisture  specified  by  the  depositor  and  the 
actual  moisture  content  o.f  the  lot  or  sam.ple  covered  by  the  certifi- 
cete.     Thus,   buyers  Pnd  sellers  are  protected  as  to  moisture  content 
of  deliveries  on  equal-to-type  contracts.     Vlhen  a  Federal  or  a 
Federal-State  equal-to-type  inspection  certificate  is  issu';d  with- 
out mention  being  made  o;i  it  of  the  moisture  content  of  the  rice 
inspected,   the  moisture  content  of  th(-^  rice  inspected  will  not  be 
more  than  15  percent.     In  many  cas^s  the  moisture  content  of  th.e 
rice  inspected  is  S'.ovm  on  the  certificate,  whether  or  not  it  is 
required  that  it  b     shovm.     If  the  moisture  co:]tent  of  the  rice 
exceeds 'the  maximum  moisture  content  specified  in  the  statement 
that  is  filed  witli  the  tvpe,  the  rice  will  be  certified  in  the 
inspection  certificate  as  "Not  equal  to  type." 

At  times  an  equal-to-type  inspection  certificate  is  required 
and  m.ay  be  issued  for  a  sir-gle  quality  factor  only.     The  dem.and  for 
such  a  certificate  arises  when       seller  or  a  buyer  desires  to  knov/ 
whether  a  sample  or  a  "lot"  of  rice  is  equal  to  or  better  tiian  a  type 
sample  v/itli  respect  to  only  one  qut^lity  factor.     The  single  factor 
may  be  broken  kernels,  moisture  content,  weed  S'-e-ds,   or  any  other 
quality  factor  specified  in  the  United  States  standards.  Inspection 
certificates  of  this  kirid  show  clearly  either  that  the  rice  inspected 
is  equril  to  or  better  than    ""lie  type  sample  for  the  one  factor  only, 
or  that  it  is  not  equal  to  typ^  .-s  to  the  fnctor  specified.
